This decision is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a), filed January 1 1, 2002. 
The petition is granted . 

Petitioners have shown that the non-signing inventors, John Packes, Jr., Michael Steib, and 
Andrew Golden, have constructively refused to join in the filing of the above-identified 
application after having been presented with the application papers. * Specifically, the 
declarations/statement of facts of several Walker Digital employees establish that the non-signing 
inventors would not cooperate. Senior Patent Paralegal Veronkia Leliever states that she 
successfully mailed the inventors the application papers, including the specification, claims and 
drawings and that during a November 16, 2001 telephone conversation with Inventor Steib that 
he shared his belief that the assignment agreement to Walker Digital was not valid.
